work starts 
on new pool 

WORK is under way at the 
site of a new £8 million 
swimming pool in Tipton. 

Foundations are being 
laid at the site of the new 
complex, which is being built 
at the junction of Alexandra 
Road and Thursfield Road. 

Contractor Willmott 
Dixon is building the centre, 
which will feature a 25m, 
six-lane main swimming 
pool, learner pool, dance 
studio and gym. The pool is 
due to open in early 2013. 

Sandwell Council is also 
moving ahead with plans for 
a new pool in Moor Street, 
West Bromwich, which is 
due to open in 2014. 


COUNCIL LAUNCHES 
CLEAN-UP CAMPAIGN

BOSSES at Sandwell Council have launched a major 
clean-up campaign for the winter, targeting areas in the 
borough which are plagued by litter, dumped rubbish, 
graffiti and dog mess. 

Operation Clean Sweep, organised with the authority’s waste partner Serco, is 
an eight-week initiative. It will target the borough’s grime hot-spots. The aim is 
to clear away the extra debris that usually builds up during the winter months. 

Under the operation, dedicated street cleaning teams will put in extra work, above and 


Green waste 
service goes 
year-round 

GARDEN waste is to be collected all year 
round in Sandwell rather than just during 
the summer. 

Serco, which runs Sandwell Council’s £650 
million waste contract, is to collect garden 
waste every two weeks, except for Christ¬ 
mas and New Year. There will be no extra 
cost to the council. 

Neighbourhood boss, Councillor Derek 
Rowley, said: “We are really pleased to be 
able to offer this service. It is just one of the 
ways the waste partnership is making 
improvements. I encourage residents to 
take advantage of this service as it is some¬ 
thing not many authorities offer. ” 

The extended collection is being launched 
following the delivery of 130,000 blue, 
brown and black bins to homes. 

One resident, Michael Hill, of Hembs 
Crescent, Great Barr, said the extended 
service would be welcomed. The 64-year old 
retired steelworker said: “The bins are not 
usually full during January but I use them 
all year round.” 

The council revamped its waste services 
last year. Serco started weekly collections of 
the blue bin recycling waste, and they dis¬ 
tributed two 25-litre slop buckets to each 
home in the borough for food waste.

beyond their usual cleaning schedules, in all 
of Sandwell’s six towns. 

The campaign builds on the success of the 
award-winning annual Big Spring Clean, 
which will also be running again this year. 

Operation Clean Sweep will run through¬ 
out the rest of February and through March. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, the council’s 
cabinet member for neighbourhood serv¬ 
ices, said: “We have planned ahead for this 
as we know this is a time of year when areas 
need an extra deep clean. 

“It’s a boost for our normal street clean¬ 
ing work because we know the way an area 
looks is one of our residents’ top priorities. 

Problems 

“Our waste partner Serco will be carrying 
out their normal cleaning duties across the 
borough throughout this time, and will be 
doing an extra deep clean in areas where 
residents have told us there are most prob¬ 
lems.” 

Councillor Rowley said that the winter, 
with darker nights and mornings, could be a 
peak period for people leaving dog mess and 
dropping litter. 

This was the best time of the year to 
channel work into these “hot-spots” to 
ensure they would be looking their best 
when spring arrived, he said. 

“We are also able to clear trapped rubbish 
from shrubs more easily while they are not 
in leaf,” he added. 

Jason Holtom, general manager for Serco, 
said: “We are absolutely behind this cam¬ 
paign as it’s an opportunity to help areas 
that people have told us are prone to litter, 
fly-tipping and graffiti. 

“It will be a valuable contribution to the 
ongoing work that we do around street 
cleansing across the borough.”

Top-level 
plea goes 
to bosses 
of society 

A TOP-LEVEL appeal has 
gone to bosses of the West 
Brom Building Society, 
asking them not to move the 
business to Dudley. 

The leader of Sandwell 
Council has written to board 
members asking them to 
keep the society in its home 
town. 

The society has been in 
talks with Sandwell Council 
about moving to a new home 
at the £75 million Provi¬ 
dence Place development in 
West Bromwich. 

But society chiefs say the 
asking price is too high. 
They are considering other 
locations including a site 
near Merry Hill shopping 
centre. 

Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper has now 
written to executive board 
members, including society 
chief executive Jonathan 
Westhoff, asking them not to 
re-locate. 

But Councillor Cooper 
said the authority had 
another blue chip client 
interested in the same space, 
if the deal with the society 
failed to go through. 

He added: “I have written 
to the board members indi¬ 
vidually. 

“I have told them of the 
benefits of staying in the 
borough, and of the fact the 
development is in such a 
prominent place, next to to 
other global brands in BT 
and the £200 million Tesco 
development.”

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Marston's calls for land clean-up 


MARSTON’S the brewery is calling 
for an eyesore patch of land in 
Wednesbury to be cleaned up 
because of fears it could put cus¬ 
tomers off a £2.5 million pub being 
created nearby. 

The brewery fears that people 
might shun the Chestnut Tree’s 
beer garden because of problems 
with litter and dumped shopping 
trolleys on land opposite. Marston’s 


project manager Dave Walker said: 
“The area around the river bank 
really needs a tidy-up and we’re 
trying to find out who is responsible. 

“It faces our beer garden so it’s 
not a very nice view.” 

Sandwell councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan said: “It’s a mess. We’re worried 
it could put some people off.” 

The pub is to open on the Gal¬ 
lagher Retail Park in June, creating 


50 jobs. Inquiries are being made 
into the ownership of the land, near 
Axletree Way. The Environment 
Agency was unable to confirm 
whether it was responsible. A 
spokeswoman said: “The agency 
would only clean up the land if the 
rubbish created a blockage or flood 
risk on the River Tame. There is no 
planned programme of litter 
picking.” 


Councillor Costigan said 
Sandwell Council was paying up to 
£5,000 to restore the historic FH 
Lloyd & Co Ltd’s gates, which are 
being used as part of the pub project. 

She said the authority was also 
installing lighting for the gates. 

FH Lloyd steelworks was based on 
the current Ikea store site and 
employed thousands of people 
between 1879 and 1983. 


Draining underground 
oil lake to cost millions 


MILLIONS of pounds could be spent remov¬ 
ing oil from under a former tip in West 
Bromwich to prepare the land for housing. 

It is believed that thousands of litres of oil were deposited 
at the site before regulations were tightened in 1974. 

Now Christchurch Properties Ltd wants to build 250 
homes on the 20 acres, off Hall Green Road and Needwood 
- Grove. 


Tributes as 
poet and 
editor dies, 
aged 69 

A WEST MIDLAND poet, 
editor and artist who started 
a nationally-acclaimed 
poetry magazine has died at 
the age of 69. 

Tributes were paid to 
Geoff Stevens, who was one 
of Britain’s most published 
poets. 

The former Wednesbury 
Grammar School and 
Wolverhampton College 
pupil started by writing 
entertaining dialect poems. 

In 1976 he met Olive 
Hyatt at the Dudley Writers 
Group and they started the 
Purple Patch Magazine - 
described by The Guardian 
newspaper as a national 
treasure. 

By the late 1990s he was 
being published in poetry 
magazines at the rate of 
more than 200 poems a year 
and in 2004 his first major 
collection, The Phrenology 
of Anaglypta, was published. 

Mr Stevens, of Griffiths 
Road, West Bromwich, died 
on February 2 of cancer. He 
leaves his partner of 17 
years, Geraldine Wall, and 
his daughter Catharine. 

Mr Stevens’ funeral is at 
lpm tomorrow (Friday) at 
Sandwell Valley Cremato¬ 
rium in Newton Road, West 
Bromwich. 


Spokesman Martin 
Hughes said: “Prior to 1974 
people could put in pretty 
much what they liked. 

“There is an oil lake under 
the ground where oil was 
deposited for many years. 
That oil will have to be 
pumped out. 

“There is no risk at the 
moment but no-one knows 
what the future will bring. 
There could be seepage. We 
would be wise to get rid of 
it.” 

Mr Hughes would not 
reveal the cost would run 
into millions of pounds. 

“It’s only because of new 
technology developed over 
the past few years that 
makes it viable to develop on 
that land at all,” he added. 

Tanker 

T & S Elements operated a 
quarry and landfill space on 
part of the site from 1938 to 
1984. A portion was previ¬ 
ously owned by British 
Industrial Plastics. 

In the late 1950s Sandwell 
councillor Ray Nock used to 
live in Campville Crescent, 
which backed on to the tip. 

He said: “There was lorry 
after lorry and tanker after 
tanker that used to pull in 
there. 

“We did not know what 
was on them but I can 
remember seeing fumes 
coming from the ground. I 
also remember the smell of 
burnt plastic.” 

Christchurch Properties 
Ltd and Sandwell Council 
want to build a variety of 
homes on the site. 

A formal planning appli¬ 
cation is due to be submitted 
in March.

THE final design of a £9 
million health centre in 
Wednesbury will be decided 
by the end of May, health 
chiefs say. 

Plans have been submit¬ 
ted for the centre, alongside 
Wednesbury Leisure Centre 
in High Bullen. It would 
incorporate GP services, 
consultation and treatment 
rooms and a pharmacy. 

The Spires walk-in health 
centre on the site will be 
transferred, along with dis¬ 
trict nurses, X-ray, physio, 
ultrasound, phlebotomy, 
and foot health. 

Out-patient management 
would also happen in the 
new building. 

The tender process is soon 
to close, and health chiefs 
will then consult with clini¬ 
cians and users of the build¬ 
ing to decide on the best 
design. 

The Spires and other tem¬ 
porary buildings will be 
demolished to make way for 
the new development. 

A total of 136 staff would 
work at the new complex, 
including workers trans¬ 
ferred from Mailings 
Health, Spires, the nearby 
Mesty Croft clinic and other 
locations. 

The £9 million scheme 
will include the upgrade of 
the leisure centre. 

Bank reform

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School is 
praised by 
inspectors 

A SCHOOL in West 
Bromwich which was placed 
in special measures last year 
is improving, an inspection 
has confirmed. 

The quality of teaching, 
pupil attainment and 
progress, attendance and 
the quality of leadership and 
management have all been 
highlighted as areas of 
improvement at Eaton Val¬ 
ley Primary in Dagger Lane. 

The school was placed in 
special measures last March 
by Ofsted inspectors. That 
means that the school gets 
regular inspections at short 
notice. The latest inspection, 
on January 24-25, found the 
school was making satisfac¬ 
tory progress. 

Ofsted said good progress 
has been made to strengthen 
management and gover¬ 
nance. 

It found satisfactory 
progress was being made in 
the quality of teaching and 
pupil attainment as well as 
improving attendances. 

The report says: “The 
headteacher’s determina¬ 
tion to improve the quality 
of teaching and add greater 
rigour to the monitoring of 
pupils’ progress has been 
central to all improvements.” 

Head Susan Ramsay, who 
had only been in post for two 
terms when the school was 
placed in special measures, 
said: “We are really pleased 
with the progress the school 
is making.” 

Police arrest 
suspect pair 

POLICE arrested two sus¬ 
pected metal thieves after 
they were spotted appar¬ 
ently stripping copper cable 
from a lift at a car park in 
West Bromwich. 

The men were seen by 
CCTV operators taking the 
cable from the multi-storey 
car park at Queens Square 
at just after 5pm on Thurs¬ 
day. Officers arrested the 
men aged 25 and 34. They 
were released on police bail 
pending further inquiries. 

Pc Matt Millward said the 
power cable was cut, so the 
extent of the damage was 
costly. 

Takeaway blaze 

A FIRE broke out in a pizza 
oven at Princes Kebab Shop 
in St Michaels Street, West 
Bromwich. 

The fire, which started in 
the oven in the ground floor 
kitchen, affected 30 per cent 
of the takeaway’s kitchen 
and the roof. 


£10,000 raised for fire station legal battle 


A LEGAL fight to overturn plans to close a 
Black Country fire station has been kick- 
started after £10,000 was raised. 

There had been fears that the campaign 
would fall through due to a lack of funds. 

Campaigners had warned a shortage of 
cash could lead to their battle collapsing as 
they pursue a judicial review of the decision 
to shut Halesowen fire station and axe a 24- 
hour crew which also serves Cradley Heath. 

But a £10,000 deposit needed to pay the 
legal team has now been raised. 

The money has been generated by dona¬ 
tions from local businesses. The case is 


expected to cost up to £40,000 if it makes 
the High Court. Members of The Halesowen 
and Cradley Heath Fire Station Action 
Group will take to the streets in local town 
centres to collect cash to help pay the bills, 
and are setting up an account to handle the 
donations. 

Lawyers in London are now sifting 
through legal papers ahead of formally sub¬ 
mitting the case. 

Campaign spokesman, Halesowen and 
Rowley Regis MP James Morris, said: “The 
outlook is much more positive than it was a 
couple of weeks ago. 


“We have moved on to the next stage now 
and once we have confirmation from the 
lawyers that we have a good case, we can 
continue with our fundraising appeal.” 

Mr Morris has said staff are “extremely 
angry and determined not to let the issue 
rest”. He said: “The message we have got 
back from the legal team is that there is a 
prima facie case and they are confirming 
that there are grounds for us to make a chal¬ 
lenge.” 

The Fire Authority voted to go ahead with 
its plans despite a wave of protest from res¬ 
idents. 


Following the decision, Halesowen fire 
station is set to close on March 31 and one 
of two 24-hour crews serving the town and 
Cradley Heath will be removed - but this 
would be delayed if the legal bid gets to 
court. 

Firefighters say they face weeks of uncer¬ 
tainty over where they will be deployed. 

A total of 56 staff between the two sta¬ 
tions, including officers and administrators, 
will be vying for 28 posts at Cradley Heath. 
Staff not appointed to those posts can 
choose between positions at other stations 
subject to availability. 


Collection service for used 
nappies is in the pipeline 


PEOPLE in Sandwell could be asked to sep¬ 
arate used nappies from their rubbish if a 
council idea for a new collection service 
takes off. 

Sandwell Council’s chief executive Jan Britton has 
met the bosses of West Bromwich-based Knowaste 
Ltd, which recycles used nappies, to discuss the pos¬ 
sibility of having special collections. 


Mr Britton wants to 
explore whether Serco, the 
organisation which carries 
out the council’s waste con¬ 
tract, might be able to oper¬ 
ate a collection service for 
nappies and similar prod¬ 
ucts. 

Families would book 
themselves in for special col¬ 
lections. 

Whether or not plans 
come to fruition however, 
would depend on finances, 
Mr Britton said. 

Knowaste’s £5million 
plant in Kelvin Way, which 
recycles used nappies, 
opened in September last 
year, creating 17 new jobs. 

Register 

Mr Britton met 
Knowaste’s chief executive, 
Roy Brown, business devel¬ 
opment manager, Paul 
Richardson, and marketing 
and communications direc¬ 
tor, Bronwen Jameson last 
week. 

Mr Britton said: “It’s 
early days yet and there are 
no firm proposals at the 
moment, but a nappy service

would probably have to be 
bookable. 

“That is, people who 
wanted the service would 
have to register.” 

Mr Britton said that the 
council would get in touch 
with councils in Scotland 
and Wales, to see how they 
were organising their nappy 
waste collections, so they 
could learn from them. 

He added: “With every¬ 
thing that we are already 
able to recycle in Sandwell, 
nappies actually make up a 
significant proportion of 
what’s left in the black bin 
for some households. 

“However, as always, the 
final decision will be based 
on whether the business 
case and cost stacks up.”

MPs' ID plan to tackle metal thieves 


SCRAP metal dealers should be reg¬ 
ulated like pubs and off-licences and 
made to ask for photo identifica¬ 
tion,according to MPs. 

Their intervention comes as the 
Government plans to tear up the 
licences of dodgy scrap dealers to try 
to clamp down on thefts from rail¬ 
ways, church roofs and manhole 
covers that cost the West Midlands 
£27 million a year. 


Backbenchers including several 
from the Black Country have called 
on the Government to bring in more 
rules on top of plans to ban cash pay¬ 
ments and impose larger fines. 

In a debate co-sponsored by 
Dudley South Tory Chris Kelly, MPs 
voted to call for a new licensing 
scheme, giving police the power to 
search and investigate all premises 
owned by scrap metal dealers and 


giving magistrates the power to ban 
closed yards from re-opening. 

In Walsall, tatters may be made to 
carry licences in what would be a 
national first. And council chiefs are 
looking at drawing up a licensing by¬ 
law to help tackle the problem of 
metal thefts, and say licensing 
tatters would ensure all rag-and- 
bone men are acting legitimately. 

Mr Kelly said: “Legitimate metal 


dealers have told me that yards they 
know of are regularly visited by 
youths with bags of copper wire that 
is promptly weighed in for cash. 

“I have even been told of a metal 
dealer’s customer record book con¬ 
taining the name Mickey Mouse and 
the address Disneyland, Paris. 

“It reinforces my view that metal 
is usually sold within a few miles of 
where it has been stolen.”

The building, which 
closed in December 2010, was handed to the Government 


Shake-up 
sparks fears 
for jobs at 
dialysis unit 

JOBS could be cut at Tipton 
Dialysis Centre, after bosses 
announced new streamlined 
practices and a staff review. 

But patients have voiced 
fears that treatment could 
suffer if staffing levels are 
cut. Fresenius Medical Care 
has started trialling the 
changes at the centre on 
Horseley Heath. 

Sue Willetts, clinic serv¬ 
ices director at Fresenius 
Medical Care Renal Services 
Ltd said: “As part of a 
national review, we plan to 
introduce new working prac¬ 
tices which will streamline 
and improve the running of 
the dialysis unit at Tipton. 

“We have looked at a 
number of options to ensure 
we are providing an econom¬ 
ically sustainable, high level 
of quality care for all 
patients, including review¬ 
ing the staffing levels. 

“We are listening to the 
views of patients, staff and 
our local partner NHS 
Trusts about the proposals, 
and the consultation is 
ongoing. The final decision 
has not yet been taken.” 

But patient representa¬ 
tive Diane Griffiths, who has 
been having dialysis for two 
years, said there were 
already problems. The 61- 
year-old said: “Everything is 
just getting delayed.”

Scaffolding has been put 
up outside the site in recent 
days as sub-contractors 
replaced lead on the dormer 
windows and doors. 

The courthouse which 
dates back to the 1800s, 
stopped hearing cases in 
December last year, and the 
court officially closed on 
April 15. 

All court cases have since 
been moved to Sandwell 
Magistrates’ Court in 
Warley. 

As well as West Bromwich, 
Halesowen Magistrates’ 
Court and Kidderminster 
and Stourbridge county 
courts also closed this year.

Reverend could be first first woman bishop 



The Rev Rose Hudson-Wilkin 


A REVEREND who used to be 
based in the Black Country is the 
leading contender to become the 
Church of England’s first woman 
bishop. 

Rose Hudson-Wilkin is the 
current chaplain to the House of 
Commons and also to the Queen. 

The mother-of-three used to be 
deacon at St Matthew’s Church in 
Wolverhampton before becoming 
priest at the Church of the Good 
Shepherd in West Bromwich. 

The General Synod is this week 
likely to approve legislation that 


will see women promoted to bishop 
within two years. 

But opponents are attempting to 
change the way the new church law 
will work. 

They are seeking an amendment 
that will give them the legal right to 
ignore the authority of any female 
bishop, bypass her completely and 
elect to be led by a male one instead. 

“It is like apartheid,” says 
Hudson-Wilkin, who was born in 
Jamaica. 

“A lot of these guys are saying, 
‘Oh, we accept that women have got 


to be made bishops, it’s just that we 
don’t really want them to minister 
to us.’ 

“It’s not that dissimilar from 
those who said, ‘OK, we accept that 
apartheid needs to be abolished but 
can we just have one bus which is 
white only, so we can ride in it?’ “ 

The 51-year-old from Montego 
Bay is now based at her vicarage in 
east London and travels by bus to 
the Palace of Westminster to act as 
chaplain to the Speaker of the 
House of Commons. She is also a 
chaplain to the Queen. She said: 


“Her Majesty is a human being, like 
everyone else. She does have a deep 
personal faith,” she said. 

Recalling her first steps into the 
Church, Rev Hudson-Wilkin said: 
“I was growing up in Montego Bay. 
Women’s lib was not part of my life. 
I simply had this overwhelming 
sense that this was what I was 
called to do. 

“Of course, the Church said, ‘No, 
you’re a woman.’ My reaction was, 
‘That’s silly.”

Mr Pearsall, aged 73, of 
Newton Road, Great Barr, 
has many books, pictures 
and videos of the footballer, 
which he has collected over 
15 years. 

He said: “I’m a great 
admirer of Edwards. He was 
the greatest footballer this 
country ever produced. If he 
was around today he would 
be worth £100 million.”

IT WAS Birmingham’s ec¬ 
lectic mix of opera and 
ballet, coupled with music 
hall and pantomime that 
helped the city develop its 
cultural identity through¬ 
out the 1950s and 60s. 

Entertainment venues such as 
the Beaufort cinema in Ward End, 
the Hippodrome and Alexandra 
Theatres and the Town Hall played 
a large part with comedians, musi¬ 
cians and pantomimes regularly 
topping the bill. 

The venues are among the ones 
higlighted in Alton Douglas’ latest 
pictorial history of Birmingham 
from 1900 to 190. 

Big music-hall names such as 
Max Miller and Harry Secombe 
would often tread the boards at the 
Hippodrome while American Jazz 
singer Sarah Vaughan graced the 
Odeon in 1950s. 

Later in 1968, a young Bob 
Monkhouse could be seen perform¬ 
ing at West Bromwich Albion’s sup¬ 
porters club The Throstles Club,

Norman Evans, the only pan¬ 
tomime dame to receive top billing 
at London’s Palladium, chose the 
Birmingham Hippodrome for his 
Christmas appearance in Humpty 
Dumpty in 1953.

“Bogus callers and rogue traders often 
pose as property maintenance workers, gar¬ 
deners and builders, offering a number of 
services to residents.

“Residents should look out for vans with 
magnetic signage that can easily be 
removed, and flyers and vans only display¬ 
ing mobile phone numbers.” 

And, he said, watch out for anyone claim¬ 
ing to be from the water board, which 
doesn’t exist any more. 

Last month a conman stole cash from an 
elderly woman after talking his way into her 
Tipton home by asking for a pen and paper 
to leave a note for a neighbour. 

Borough residents have also been warned 
to be vigilant following reports of a con 
artist offering a council tax refund in an 
attempt to steal bank details. 

People have complained of receiving 
phone calls from a man pretending to be 
from the council then asking for debit card 
details.

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bid to cut energy bills 

AN HISTORIC church in West 
Bromwich has applied for permis¬ 
sion to install solar panels on its 
roof so it can generate its own 
electricity. 

Bosses at All Saints’ Church on All Saints 
Way, which dates back to 1872, are applying 
to Sandwell Council for permission to install 
20 panels on the roof. If successful, it could 
help slash the buildings’ electricity bill. 

The panels would be installed so that they 
were not visible from the ground or roads 
near the church. The panels would cover 
355sq ft of the church roof. 

In a report to the council, architect 
Stephen Hart, states: “It is important 
enough that the panels are high enough on 
the roof to catch the sunlight whilst it is also 
important that they are not so high up the 
roof that they become generally visible. 

“The roof of the south side will prevent 
them from view but will not prevent them 
from working.” 

Mr Hart said there were some mature 
trees to the immediate south of the church 
that would cast a very small shadow over the 
roof and panels, but that the solar installa¬ 
tion has been designed with a twin inverter 
so that they would only be marginally 
affected. Access to the panels would be by 
door into from the tower, and the panels can 
be removed without leaving a scar on the 
building. 

All Saints’ vicar, Rev Andrew Smith, said: 

“It is not about making money. It is about 
generating electricity responsibly.”

OT deny any problem in 
getting call centre staff 


BT bosses have vowed not to 
compromise on quality after it 
emerged that just 64 out of 300 
jobs have been filled at its new 
£75 million flagship call centre in 
Sandwell. 

The phone giant, which is creating 300 
customer adviser jobs at the Providence 
Place development in West Bromwich, say 
the dozens of workers who have filled the 
roles to date show the talent in the region. 
Despite more than 1,500 inquiring about, 
registering an interest for or submitting 
formal applications for the roles, only 64 
positions have been filled. But bosses dis¬ 
puted applications had been weak or that 
they were struggling to fill the roles. 

Gavin Patterson, BT board member and 
chief executive of BT’s retail division, said 
the roles were combined customer service 
and sales roles with salaries of up to £22,500 
a year. He said: “The people we have taken 
on have a great attitude and great quality 
and we are not going to compromise on that 
as we build for the future. We have had a lot 
of applications but we are not finding that 
we are having problems filling the roles.” 

He said he hoped the jobs would be filled 
gradually over the next three months.

Fears grow for horses 
left out in big freeze 


FREEZING conditions have 
caused the row over roaming and 
tethered horses in the Black 
Country to escalate. 

Dozens of concerned residents have been- 
voicing fears the animals’ health is being put 
at risk. 

Sandwell councillors are being inundated 
with calls from homeowners concerned 
about horses being left out in freezing tem¬ 
peratures. 

Council bosses say they are unable to help 
as many of the horses are left on private 
land, where they have no enforcement 
powers. They say cannot send bailiffs to 
seize horses on private land. 

It comes after the rescue of a foal by the 
RSPCA from frozen land in Tipton recently 
when police were called by the charity’s 
officer who feared a “hostile environment” 
from a crowd of 20 people at the scene. 

Tipton Green councillor Ian Jones said: 
“I’ve been called by an equine welfare group 
and am fielding calls from distressed resi¬ 
dents saying some of the horses look close to 
passing away. 

“In Dudley, police are seizing horses on 
behalf of the council and we are writing to 
them to find out why they cannot do that in 
Sandwell as well.” 

Sandwell Council has been cracking down 
on stray horses with bailiffs seizing roaming 
horses from council-owned land. 

The RSPCA rescued a five-month-old foal 
that had been left tied to railings on Upper 
Church Lane. The charity is investigating 
the conditions in which the foal was being 
kept.

THE West Bromwich branch of 
Bonmarche has been saved from 
the axe in a boost to the town’s 
shopping centre. 

It will be one of 230 stores to remain open 
under new owners Sun European Partners 
who bought the chain which was part of col¬ 
lapsed retailer Peacocks Group. The move 
will see 10 jobs safeguarded at the store in 
King’s Square. 

Private equity firm Sun European Part¬ 
ners, which also owns the Alexon and 
Jacques Vert brands, bought the women’s 
clothing retailer out of administration in a 
so-called pre-pack deal for an undisclosed 
sum. 

Sun, which bought the entire chain apart 
from three stores, has said it will continue to 
run 230 stores but will close about 160. 

Nichola Hill, manager at the West 
Bromwich store, said: “Staff are thrilled 
with the news that we are remaining open. 

“We would like to extend a special thanks 
to all of our customers for their support and 
messages of encouragement over the last 
few weeks.” 

Bonmarche, which was bought by Pea¬ 
cocks in 2002, will continue to be run as a 
separate entity and will not be merged with 
Sun’s other retail brands.

plans for expansion 


WORK has begun to remove disused 
railway lines, which used to serve an 
Oldbury chemical plant, under a 
haulage company’s £400,000 expansion 
plans. 

The plans are creating four jobs. 

Little Pot Transport, which was based 
at Bird’s coach yard in Tat Bank Road, 
Oldbury, moved to its new premises in 
Trinity Street, Oldbury, in August last 
year. 

The new premises are an acre and a 
half in size and include a disused 
railway line which served the former 
Rhodia chemical plant - which used to 
be known as Albright & Wilson - for 60 
years. 

The seven-year-old company has 


expanded with permission for 10 trucks 
and 12 trailers for the new site. 

And now the firm is working to level 
a mound of earth, which currently 
splits the site, and the railway line, to 
extend the the parking space for its 
trucks. 

Money will also be spent taking out 
the former train tracks. 

Bosses are planning to add two 
drivers to their existing staff of eight, as 
well as two office workers. 

Managing director Julian Pottinger, 
whose company turns over £1 million a 
year, said the changes in the pipeline 
would make room for 30 trucks on the 
site. 


Hundreds taken to court in 
crackdown on benefit cheats 


HUNDREDS of benefit cheats are being 
prosecuted across the region as coun¬ 
cils crack down on false claims for help 
with council tax and rent, it has been 
revealed. 

Authorities have taken to court 250 cases result¬ 
ing in convictions for illegal claiming of council and 
housing tax benefit. 

And they have warned they will continue to target 
culprits through surveillance and by checking 
people’s records. 

In Sandwell, from April last year 76 people were 


prosecuted for either housing or council tax benefit 
fraud. 

Another 40 were issued fines and 62 received cau¬ 
tions. In 2010/11, 52 were prosecuted. 

Sandwell Council finance chief Councillor Steve 
Eling said: “The results the team achieved last year 
highlights suspected fraud cases will be thoroughly 
investigated and shows that, where necessary, the 
council will use the full force of the law to tackle the 
problem.” 

In Wolverhampton, 64 prosecutions have been 
brought since last April. 

In addition, council officers have issued 43 formal 
cautions and imposed 25 administrative penalties, 


which is a 30 per cent fine on top of the money 
offenders have to pay back. The previous year, there 
were 63 prosecutions. 

Dudley Council has investigated 466 cases of sus¬ 
pected benefit fraud. Of these, 44 cases were prose¬ 
cuted in the criminal court. 

This compares to 53 taken to court and prose¬ 
cuted in 2010/11. 

Walsall Council prosecuted 47 cheats, and 33 of 
these prosecutions included Department for Work 
and Pensions benefit cases. 

South Staffordshire Council prosecuted 19 
benefit tricksters from April last year, and in 
2010/1118 were successfully taken to court.

The vehicle must have a Sandwell Metropolitan 
Borough Council ID plate fitted to the rear of the 
vehicle and another displayed on the inside. The 
driver will have two photo ID badges, one must 
be worn and the other must be displayed inside 
the vehicle. 

Cars cruising the streets looking for customers 
are illegal, uninsured and potentially dangerous.

Transformation that’s right up your alley 


URBAN alleyways in this country have 
often been seen as threatening places 
with plenty of possibilities for crime. 

Yet some green-fingered residents have 
made their alleyways a sight to behold, filled 
with plants which create a riot of colour and 
a heart-warming atmosphere, as far away 
from graffiti-land as you can get. 

The Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) is 
calling on communities to transform 
unsightly, neglected alleyways into green 
havens. 

A survey of 231 gardening groups found 


neglected areas were often problematic 
because of crime and the fear of crime. Alley- 
ways were a particular concern. 

Many councils put gates across problem 
alleyways. According to the RHS, in one 
Manchester street, where 50 properties 
backed on to a four-way passage which was 
gated off, residents planted it up, turning 
what was once a crime-ridden grot-spot into 
a flourishing community haven where resi¬ 
dents hold events and children play. 

Stephanie Eynon, RHS community horti¬ 
culture manager, said vandals don’t return 
to areas like that. 


The RHS It’s Your Neighbourhood cam¬ 
paign, part of Britain in Bloom, is offering 
advice on planting up neglected spaces like 
alleyways and also providing information on 
funding. There are already more than 1,000 
registered IYN groups. To set up a new 
group or join an existing one, go to

Morgan and Alexandra Froggatt, offer the 
following tips: A derelict alleyway can be 
taken on as a community project. Even on a 
shoestring budget, bright colours and 
simple raised beds can transform an area. 


Green wall systems lend themselves to 
the growing of ferns which are well suited to 
a damp, shaded alleyway wall. 

Take into account practical considera¬ 
tions. Speak to neighbours before embark¬ 
ing on any structural work, and there 
should be a clear flat access path, wide 
enough for wheelie bins, or buggies. 

Many alleyways will have a concrete-lined 
base unsuitable for conventional planting. 
Pots, planters and troughs are an ideal way 
of creating a strong design identity to the 
space while providing plenty of opportunity 
for planting.

Delight of derby day 
will last for decades 



Wolves 1 Albion 5 


WHAT better place than Molineux 
for Albion to claim their most 
emphatic Premier League win 
ever? 

Baggies fans arrived at Molineux on 
Sunday hoping for a memorable afternoon. 
What they got was a once-in-a-generation 
thrill ride, writes Steve Madeley. 

Hat-trick hero Peter Odemwingie led the 
way and his Albion team-mates fell stylishly 
into line to produce the kind of dream derby 
day that most of the 2,300 travelling sup¬ 
porters will only have seen before in their 
grandparents’ scrapbook. 

As goals rained in for the Baggies and 
abuse rained down on Mick McCarthy in 
what became his final Wolves game, derby 
records tumbled and Odemwingie penned 
his own chapter in Hawthorns history. It 
was the Baggies’ biggest victory at Molineux 
for 50 years. 

Odemwingie was the club’s first treble¬ 
scorer since Ronnie Allen in the 1954 
Charity Shield. And statistics aside, the win 
provided the most enjoyable day that many 
of the visiting supporters will ever have had 
following their team. 

Create 

It was akin to Michael Owen’s finest hour 
for England against Germany in Munich - a 
5-1 success that had away fans rubbing their 
eyes in disbelief. 

And the army of Albion loyalists could 
revel in the knowledge that the four-goal 
margin did not flatter their side. It was the 
least they deserved on an afternoon when 
they blew away their fiercest rivals to create 
memories that will last for decades. 

Dozens of Baggies fans walked from The 
Hawthorns to Molineux. Had they known 
the treat they had in store, thousands would 
ladly have crawled the 10.5 miles over 
roken glass. 

Those who were lucky enough to be at the 


ground will be telling tales of the day for 
years. Odemwingie led the way with an 
unlikely hat-trick. But far from being the 
sole architect of a stunning triumph, the 
marksman was merely the standard-bearer 
for a ruthless collective demolition of Wolves 
that left fans struggling to comprehend 
what was unfolding. 

Their team were so dominant that, 
against other opponents, they might even 
have mustered a little sympathy for the van¬ 
quished. Against Wolves, however, there 
was no such compassion and the more the 
home fans squirmed, the more the visitors 
enjoyed it. 

During half-time were they subdued after 
Steven Fletcher’s equaliser on the stroke of 
the interval gave the home side 15 minutes 
of parity that were barely believable, such 
was the dominance Roy Hodgson’s side 


showed in the opening half. With James 
Morrison pulling the strings from midfield 
and Marc-Antoine Fortune a hugely effec¬ 
tive focal point, the Baggies had picked 
Wolves apart and led when Odemwingie cut 
in-field on 23 minutes and unleashed a shot 
that ricocheted off Dave Edwards and 
deceived Wayne Hennessey. 

Charge 

Only two fine saves from Hennessey had 
denied the Baggies the clear daylight their 
display deserved and Fletcher’s crisp turn 
and finish after Sylvan Ebanks-Blake’s 
smart pass came like a bolt from the blue. 

Yet after weathering the briefest spell of 
Wolves pressure early in the second half, 
Albion took charge. Jonas Olsson blasted 
home from a corner with the help of a Hen¬ 
nessey fumble to restore the lead before a 


momentary rally by McCarthy’s men and 
two headers provided Albion with a couple 
of scares. First from Fletcher when Ben 
Foster pulled off a flying save and then when 
a combination of Youssouf Mulumbu, Liam 
Ridgewell and the bar came to their rescue 
from Roger Johnson’s effort. But with 13 
minutes remaining Olsson’s inspired back- 
heel from another corner set up 
Odemwingie to sweep home his second goal 
and send Wolves fans heading for the exits. 

Half-time substitute Keith Andrews bit 
the hand that once fed him with a debut goal 
from Odemwingie’s run and cross before the 
Nigeria international completed his own 
memorable day, capping the best move of the 
match to blast home a Morrison cross . 

His joy was evident as celebrated in front 
of the Steve Bull Stand, which by then was 
a sea of boinging blue and white. 


Mutley 
loses but 
is ready 
for more 

WEST Bromwich’s Young 
Mutley is looking to cash in 
on his status despite being 
eliminated from Prize¬ 
fighter in the semi-finals for 
a second time. 

Just over two years after 
bowing out to Colin Lynes in 
the last four of the first light 
welterweight Prizefighter, 
Mutley was pipped by 
Tyrone Nurse in the sequel 
at Wolverhampton Civic 
Hall, writes Craig Birch. 

Nurse lost to English wel¬ 
terweight champion Adil 
Anwar in the final on Satur¬ 
day night as Mutley was left 
considering whether to put 
himself forward as a “shot” 
fighter. 

As a former holder of the 
British welterweight title - 
which Lynes now holds - 
Mutley could find himself 
looked on as an opponent for 
up-and-coming fighters to 
get the star “rub”. 

If it swells the bank bal¬ 
ance and gets him back to 
the British title, Mutley 
would consider doing it. 
Lynes only got his shot 
because he was considered 
as a stepping stone for Lee 
Purdy. 

Aim 

Mutley admitted he is 
open to offers and the 35- 
year-old - real name Lee 
Woodley - still possesses the 
punch power to rock their 
world. 

He said: “We will see what 
happens, Colin Lynes only 
got to the Prizefighter semi¬ 
finals and he got a British 
title shot. 

“I didn’t disgrace myself, I 
feel I have still got it and I 
am carrying on. I want title 
fights so to box someone in 
the top 10 has got to be my 
way in. 

“That’s my aim next, 
maybe I could fight one of 
the kids who were involved 
on Saturday night and I will 
fight them anywhere, it 
doesn’t bother me.” 

Mutley got to the semi¬ 
finals after overcoming 
Telford’s Mark Lloyd. 

It was tough going for 
both fighters as they are 
close friends and stable- 
mates who train at the same 
gym, Wednesbury Boxing 
Academy.

lyne Tees 
boxers too 
canny for 
the lads 

JAMES BEECH and George 
Battenbough bowed out of 
the ABA Schoolboys 
national championships in 
the quarter-finals last 
weekend. 

Beech, the Brownhills 
Comprehensive School pupil 
from Pleck ABC, lost the last 
two rounds and the contest 
to High Fell ABC’s Jeffrey 
Nesham on Sunday after¬ 
noon, writes Craig Birch. 

And the previous day, 
Aston ABC’s Battenbough 
brought his first year in the 
competition to an end with 
defeat to the talented Peter 
Smith, of Darlington ABC. 

The Manchester Boxing 
Centre of Excellence staged 
the event for the second 
weekend running as the 
Midlands Counties went up 
against the Tyne, Tees and 
Wear region. 

Unsure 

In Class Three - boxers 
born in 1997 - Beech faced 
Nesham in a cagey bout at 
48kg that eventually went 
against him by a point, 7-6. 

The two were level after 
the first round, 1-1, and 
Nesham appeared to be 
unsure whether he had 
taken the second session but 
he had, 3-2. 

That made Nesham come 
forward in round three and, 
although his punches 
weren’t always accurate, it 
was enough to convince the 
judges to hand him the 
result. 

Battenbough was already 
out after his undefeated 
record went with a loss to 
Smith in Class One - boxers 
born in 1999 - at 38kg. 

The Cardinal Wiseman 
School student has been a 
slow starter this year and 
found himself down after 
the first two rounds, 5-1 and 
12-3. 

Battenbough picked up in 
the last session but the 
judges still gave Smith the 
round and the contest by a 
harsh score of 17-3. 

Truman fights 
but not for title 

ASTON’S Chris Truman 
will box Lenny Daws on Sat¬ 
urday as planned but it will 
not be for the vacant English 
light welterweight title. The 
British Boxing Board of 
Control have refused to 
approve it for the English 
crown, so it will go ahead as 
an eight-rounder. 

Daws would have been 
passed as a challenger, as an 
ex-holder of the title and 
former two-time British 
champion. But Truman’s 
relative inexperience has 
convinced the board to 
decree he is not yet ready for 
a shot at the belt. 


Morgan returns to hunt for new boss 


OWNER Steve Morgan has flown back from 
holiday as Wolves seek a new manager after 
sacking Mick McCarthy. 

Morgan was on a ski-ing trip when 
Sunday’s 5-1 Molineux derby defeat by 
Albion culminated in him ending Mc¬ 
Carthy’s five-and-a-half-year reign next 
morning. 

Morgan has been updated by chief execu¬ 
tive Jez Moxey on the candidates lining up 
to fill the breach. 

Wolves have described as “pure guess¬ 
work” reports that a three-man shortlist of 
Alan Curbishley, Neil Warnock and Steve 
Bruce had been compiled. But the club

expect to conduct interviews of their 
favoured few by Thursday in the hope that 
the new boss can have a full week to prepare 
for the trip to Newcastle and the start of the 
club’s 13-game bid for Premier League sur¬ 
vival. 

Curbishley, who has topped fans’ polls 
since McCarthy’s exit and pulled in a hefty 
38 per cent of more than 6,700 fans in an 
online vote for the Chronicle’s sister paper, 
the Express & Star, does have an admirer in 
Morgan and is high on Wolves’ checklist. 

But the club are less enthusiastic about 


Bruce and Warnock following their sackings 
from Sunderland and QPR respectively this 
season. Wolves are focused primarily on 
choosing a man to lead the team out of the 
current relegation peril. 

Popular former captain Paul Ince, whose 
initial managerial path has been blighted 
ever since his Premier League chance at 
Blackburn, is among them having indicated 
that he would relish the 13-game challenge 
to reach safety. 

“Paul would love the opportunity to show 
what he can do,” said a source close to the 
man who was McCarthy’s main rival for the 
job in 2006. “A big part of his football heart 


is still at Wolves.” Morgan said after the 
decision to end McCarthy’s contract the 
board felt it had “little or no choice”. The 
club took the “difficult decision” after a poor 
run of results left them facing relegation. 

Pressure on the boss, who is expected to 
leave with a £lm compensation payout, 
reached a critical point with the humiliating 
Molineux loss to the Baggies. 

But Wolves’ previous alarming sequence 
of results after early season optimism -just 
14 points from a possible 66 - was the main 
concern for club owner Morgan and Moxey. 

Morgan said: “I’m afraid the board 
thought we had little or no choice.”
